This is the second church building that was 
built on this site.

Devii winds, rattiesnakes, 
adobe mud haunted Sierra Madre

Life in Sierra Madre 100 years ago wasn’t easy 
for the early settlers as Lucky Baldwin wanted them 
to believe. Baldwin advertised in the Eastern papers 
of the tract of land which grew any seed dropped 
upon it and mountains which kept the cold weather 
of the East away, while gentle ocean breezes lap¬ 
ped over the fertile soil which rolled down to the 
coast. He didn’t however, mention the lack ol civi¬ 
lized conveniences that the lirst inhabitants ol Sierra 
Madre lacked. 

Francis Hawks was one such early settler who 


chose Sierra Madre in 1882 on the 20 acre.s of 
land she had purchased from Baldwin. At that time, 
there was no gas, coal or ice. All of her cooking 
was done on a wood stove which had no way to 
control the temperature. Food soon spoiled in the 
warm climate. Flies were drawn by the bi-product 
of horses. 

Light had to come from kerosene lamps, which 
left a greasy film on everything inside the house, 
while heavy lunics saturated fabrics. Even insects 
were attracted by the kerosene lumes.

Fiag fund sweiis 
to neariy $1500 

The Kersting Court Flag Fund has now grown 
to $1466.65 with “patriotic citizens responding 
with all their hearts,” according to Bill Birgen- 
smith, chairman of the Flag Fund Committee. 

The city council formally gave their blessing 
to the fund drive during the Apr. 22 council 
meeting and approved a flag dedication ceremony, 
to take place on July 4 at Kersting court. 

“The response of Sierra Madreans, and even 
some out-of-towners, makes me I eel proud ol our 
good old American spirit. This kind of patriotic 
outpouring really gets to you and you know that 
your fellow Americans share your feelings about» 
our great country and wonderful flag, said Bir- 
gensmith. 

He stated that all committee expenses, in¬ 
cluding printing, postage and patriotic buttons, 
were being underwritten by an anonymous donor 
so that all contributions to the fund will p solely 
for purchase of the very finest Old Glories avail¬ 
able. 

The fund as it now stands will provide a seven- 
year supply of flags, barring a disastrous Santa 
Ana or other vagary of nature.

Paul and Sarah Ed¬ 
wards of Sierra Madrc 
praciicc whal they 
preach. And ii is really 
a queslion of which came 
firsi — the praciice or 
ihc preaching. 

In ihcir book, "Work¬ 
ing from Home," they 
lake readers through all 
Ihc iniricacies of selling 
up a home business, a 
praciice they have ac¬ 
complished since they 
came lo California, sei- 
lling in Sierra Madre 
10 years ago. 

They are ihe founders 
of the Association of 
Electronic Collages and 
arc known by iheir pub¬ 
lishers, Houghton Miff¬ 
lin Company, as "Ame¬ 
rica’s leading experts on 
home-based business." 

"We never cxpecicd to 
be Book of the Monih 
Club authors. We’re 
realizing benefiis ihai in¬ 
spired us lo go on do¬ 
ing whal we wanted lo 
do years ago — work 
out »rf our home. Wc’rc 
really gelling joy oui of 
speaking lo and alleci- 
ing other peoples’ lives,” 
Paul told Ihe News re¬ 
cently. 

Sarah said, "We’ve 
stretched ourselves. We’re 
growing and doing dil- 
ferent things in semi¬ 
nars." 

Ihe two have formed 
a good team, coming up 
with many catchy phra¬ 
ses and Heloise-like 
shortcuts that get every¬ 


one siaried on the road 
u> establishing a home 
business. 

They suggest setting 
apart cither a separate 
(Imn of a home or a 
specific area ol a home 
for the office space to 
be used only as the of¬ 
fice. Thai area should 
be closed when Ihe work¬ 
ing day is completed so 
that the rest of the area 
beemnes the home relax¬ 
ation center. The two 
should not meet. II pos¬ 
sible. each section should 
have separate entrances, 
too. 

What type of business 
do you propose — xy¬ 
lophone lessons or aero¬ 
bic classes or a catering 
business? All those ques¬ 
tions musi be asked be¬ 
fore the next step is

addressed. 

Are there zoning laws 
that prohibit your doing 
a specific business from 
your home? Or are there 
laws that prohibit you 
from doing any type ol 
business from your home 
as in Bradbury, a neigh¬ 
boring town. Oo you 
need a permit or do you 
have to observe certain 
parking laws? All ol 
these questions can be 
answered with a trip to 
City Hall when you take 
out your city license. 

If you use a name 
other than your owu 
name, you will need a 
Ficticious Name or DBA 
(Doing Business As) to 


be filed with the coun- 
ly. This can be accom¬ 
plished in Sierra Madre 
by visit mg the Sierra 
Madre News and re¬ 
questing the statement to 
be published in The 
News for the prescribed 
number t)f weeks. Ad¬ 
judicated newspapers are 
able to accomplish this 
service. 

Business imagery or 
name selection is next, 
the Edwards explained. 
And yrrti will need to 
have cards, letterheads, 
billing siatemcnts and as¬ 
sociated acoulremciits 
completed by your local 
pirnter. 

Of course, a business 
plan is needed. Di> you 
need to pay sales lax l»n 
whal yon do? Faiil quot¬ 
ed Yogi Berra when he 
said. "If yrni vlou’l know 
where you’re going, 
you’ll piobablv end up 
somewhere else.” 

Scheduling is necessa¬ 
ry. Arc von going lo be 
working full-time or just 
part of a day? Paul sug¬ 
gests that pari -lime work 
should be spread out, 
working all day Saiui- 
day is more ditlienli than 
vvxnking a half-day Sat¬ 
urday and a hall-day an¬ 
other lime dining the 
week. If. however, you 
ehoose full-time work, 
set vout hours. 


You will need a bu¬ 
siness bank account for 
your business and you 
must take your DBA 
cirpy r»f priM*f of publi¬ 
cation to the bank with 
yrru in order to set up 
a business account. 

A separate business te¬ 
lephone line ijf the next 
"must’’ so that people 
can find you more ea¬ 
sily and so that your 
phone will be answered 
in a professional man¬ 
ner rather than just by 
answering the phone as 
you would if ytm were 
talking from your home 
line. 

Sarah lirld The News, 
"Ihe whole trend of 
ccommiy is changing. 
There are more entrepre¬ 
neurial activities now . . . 
And if yirn have children 
living at home, it is wise 
to let them see you car¬ 
rying oti your home bu¬ 
siness in a professional 
way. They may even 
atiswet Ihe photie for 
you. but they nutsi an¬ 
swer it in a profession¬ 
al niatmer.” 

Marketing the new bu¬ 
siness is a signilieatit lac- 
tor, the Edwards agree. 
Some ol the best ways 
are tiot high cost, they 
sav. Ihe Etlwards have 
writteti a tiew workbook 
called “Marketing Man¬ 
ager." oti that specific 


part of home business¬ 
es. 

They suggest bexom- 
ing a talk show host for 
a television station and 
being interviewed by the 
local newspaper. Writing 
a letter to the editor or 
suggesting a feature sto¬ 
ry for Ihe local paper 
are alsrr gotrd ways in 
which to become well- 
known, they explain. 

Serve on eonimiiiees, 
write newsletters, be¬ 
come an expert. 

Women are beginning 
to use the "old boy” 
network and it is work¬ 
ing well lor them. With 
their “Networking Needs” 
the Edwards also explaiti 
a few faux pas in busi¬ 
ness lelationships such as 
those persons who be- 
eonie overly aggressive 
Ol those who are clitigers. 

He suggested pretend¬ 
ing yon are a reporter 
and setting about lo 
“interview” those around 
yint. It is a quick way 
to make friends. 

fhey have eonie up 
with a few ways to build 
business rehiliotiships — 
neiworkitig; Be a host, 
not a guest; tnake new 
friends and retiew old 
ones; have a siz/litig 16- 
seeond introdnetion; tell 
but don’t sell; give what 
yoti watit to get; be sure 
to follow up. 


Back lo marketing, the 
Edwards give a few 
prrinicrs on selling your 
product or service. “It 
lakes threx’ advertising 
placements for someone 
to see the ad once; there¬ 
fore, multiple placement 
is imperative. Then you 
neexi to see the ad nine 
actual limes before it 
sinks in.” 

There are few busi¬ 
nesses that can be ac¬ 
complished out of a 
home, they said, and 
pointed lo Ihe fact that 
a home business is starl¬ 
ing in I..A. every 45 
seconds. There are 2000 
home businesses starling 
daily in the U.S. 

Whal ean’t you do 
from your home? Paul 


said you can’t have a 
steel plant or an auto 
building factory. But the 
sky is Ihe limit and for 
them it sexms to be. 

Brrih were born in the 
Midwest and graduated 
from Ihe University of 
Missouri in Kansas City, 
Paul in law and man¬ 
agement. Sarah was a 
psychotherapist and 
worked in the Headstart 
program until she de¬ 
cided to go into private 
praciice. 

Why did they travel 
to the west coast for ihcir 
home? “As much as I 
love Ihe Midwest, I 
wanted lo conquer new 
things that required our 
being on the west coast. 
We spent years looking 


for a place to live.We 
came to Calilornia on 
vacation, then formed a 
five-year plan lo move 
here.We chose Eos An¬ 
geles and had two days 
to find a house. We 
found this one in Sierra 
Madre and have been 
here for 10 years.” 

Sarah has a new inter¬ 
view program, "Say 
Yes,” which began Apr.

They said they believe 
they have a couple more 
books in them and Iheir 
readers can look forward 
lo the completion of that 
promise.

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From hobby to 
prosperous business

As Ruth Leaird kept 
her good friend company 
while a broken hip bone 
was healing, Ruth began 
to observe the beautiful 
knittings her friend crea¬ 
ted as they talked. Ruth 
decided to pick up some 
needles and give her 
hand a try at it. 

One of the first things 
she knitted was a sweat¬ 
er for her daugher. It 
wasn’t long after her 
daughter wore the swea¬ 
ter to the school where 
she worked as an in¬ 
structional aide that the 
faculty began to coiji- 
pliment her on the beau¬ 
tiful woolen patterns 
that adorned the gar¬ 
ment. Soon, Ruth found 
herself with orders pour¬ 
ing in as she frantically 
tried to knit 25 match¬ 
ing sets of sweaters. 

Just as she thought 
the knitting business 
would slow down, she 
was contacted by a mer¬ 
chant in Los Angeles 
who wanted to display 
her woven goods in her 
store. And Ruth did that 
for two years until de¬ 
mand became too great 
for supply and she took 
a vacation from it all. 

Ruth enjoys knitting 
in the Aron tradition and 
didn’t realize when she 
discovered it that it was 
going to be as popular 
in the United States as 
it was. For centuries, the 
Aron Woolen Ware has 
been the trademark of 
the Irish fishermen who 


needed warm clothing to 
fight off the severe cold 
of the northern Atlantic 
Ocean. 

in fact, since medieval 
times, the Aron families 
developed their own 
wearable code of arms 
as each village and fam¬ 
ily used a distinct pat¬ 
tern which would iden¬ 
tify them. The famous 
Irish poet, J.M. Synge, 
wrote about a girl who 
identified her drowned 
brother by the pattern 
that was woven into his 
jumpsuit. 

Ruth was very im¬ 
pressed by the beauty, 
durability and warmth of 
these Aron garments and 
began to fashion them 
from designs she had 


seen in various mag¬ 
azines such as Vogue. 
She even researched the 
old patterns and sent to 
Ireland for the same type 
of wool used by the Aron 
inhabitants. She says it 
is the only business in 
which they send you a 
bill in hand and not on 
a computerized state¬ 
ment. 

Because the Aron style 
is so popular in the Uni¬ 
ted States at this time, 
Ruth is finding herself 
very busy with knitting, 
but still puts the enjoy¬ 
ment of making quality 
products before produc¬ 
tion demands. Ruth still 
considers it a hobby and 
enjoys the compliments 
she receives from her 
work.

In the hot summer, one would have to 
watch their step for horse remnants, while in the 
winter, the adobe mud would actually pull the bool 
off one’s fool as they slipped down and up the 
sleep grade ol the alluvial Ian. 

Even with these harsh conditions, it was true 
that failing health was improved by the mild cli¬ 
mate and all things considered, the exercise didn’t 
hurl any.
